Nebraska Synod was introduced, and brought greetings 
from that body. The President responded most cordially. 
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On motion, the Historian’s Report was made a special 
order after the special period of 2: 30. 


Report of the Directors of Tabitha Home. 

| Brethren: 

It is regretted that no report of Tabitha Home was made at the 
last convocation of Synod. Our one hope of ultimate success 
im the fimancial struggle at Tabitha is in the sympathy and co- 
operation of our entire brotherhood of clergymen and laymen. 
To this end the affairs of the Home must be given all possible 
publicity. 

The wisdom of giving out full information on the financial crisis 
may be questioned by some who feel that the situation is a delicate 
one and that if we publish any of the inner facts in regard to the 
finances of the Home that many will mistrust the institution. It is 
the opinion of the present Board of Directors that there is more 
danger in ignorance than in knowledge. It is the belief of the 
_ Board that the entire Church should be taken into confidence. If 

the Church receives information from any other than the official 
source it must necessarily be second-hand and consequently unre- 
liable. 

The present Board of Directors is G. F. F. Mueller, L. Grauen- 
horst, and J. F. Krueger, of the German Nebraska Synod; R. 
Neuman and W. Schuelzke, of the Wartburg Synod; R. B. Peery, 
of the Rocky Mountain Synod; H. L. Yarger and B. R. Lantz, 
of the Kansas Synod; J. N. Lentz and D. R. Huber, of the Iowa 
Synod; Fuller Bergstresser and Mr. J. H. Humpe, of the English 
Nebraska Synod. Rev. Bergstresser is serving under appointment 
of President Groh, vice, C. H. Lewis, resigned. (It may be stated 
parenthetically that the terms of these latter brethren expire at this 
time.) The officers of the Board are: J. H. Humpe, President; 
H. L. Yarger, Vice-President; Fuller Bergstresser, Secretary; J. F. 
Krueger, Treasurer. 

Rev. M. Koolen is: the efficient, hard-working, self-sacrificing 
Superintendent. His faithfulness, tact and fiue judgment is restor- 
ing confidence in the Home among the creditors and the public. 

The Home is fortunate in having the Christ-like service of Sister 
Christina, head deaconess, ably assisted by Sisters Ida and Ger- 
trude. If it were not for these noble women the Home would be 
badly handicapped in its work. It is in place to mention the faith- 
ful work of Dr. H. B. Miller, house-physician, in whom the Home 
has a friend worth while. 

At the present time there are 30 aged prsons in the department 
for the aged, and 18 orphans in the orphanage. The Hospital

cared for more than 70 patients during the year. In its work of 
mercy the Home is unsurpassed. The fine location and splendid 
equipment of the Home fit it for a remarkable career of service 
for God and fellowman. | 

The Board deplores the fact that the financial status of the 
Home was not more thoroughly investigated before the church 
assumed proprietorship in 1906. Instead of a supposed indebtedness 
of “about ten thousand dollars,” accounts to the amount of nine- 
teen thousand dollars have been unearthed. The legacies said to be 
“sufficient to cover the indebtedness” have failed to materialize, 
except $3,100. 

The equipping of the Home for Hospital work in 1908 was not 
done wisely, but too well, the cost of the same being $30,000, in- 
stead of $6,000, as at first estimated and authorized. 

The indebtedness of the Home is $46,930.02. 

Over and against this formidable array of figures, which, like 


' Banquo’s ghost, will not down, stands the Home itself, as fine a 


property as one can find anywhere, a commanding building, beau- 
tiful for situation, surrounded by fifteen acres of the finest and 
most valuable Nebraska soil. The whole plant is easily worth 
$70,000. 

This past summer a complete, modern, perfect-working sewerage 
system has been constructed, displacing the former unsanitary open 
cesspool. The insurance policies have been renewed for a term of 
three years. A fine, sleck team with new harness and a large, com- 
fortable phaeton was purchased and is held in trust. A new mower 
was purchased; a dumb-waiter installed; the out-buildings have 
been repaired and other minor improvements made. This has been 
done at a total cost of $900, and paid for. 

One of the results of the incregsed confidence in Superintendent 
Koolen’s administration is the willingness of the merchants to de- 
liver goods to the Home free of charge. This is a saving to the 
Home of $60 per month in drayage. 

The total income of the Home for the year ending April 31st ts 
$16,028.30, and the expenditures $15,487.58. Thus it is seen that 
the income is now sufficient to meet all current expenses and mater- 
ially reduce the indebtedness.- In fact, $3,159.68 has been paid on 
old accounts during the year. This does not include interest nor 
old labor vouchers. 

The Home needs the continued fostering care of the Church and 
of all charitably-disposed persons. The Church must surely under- 
stand the value of this Home and its importance in the philanthropic 
activity of the Church. The orphan, the aged, the sick demand our 
first care. There are few if any kinds of business where the attend- 
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ant risks and costs are greater, and probably none in which the 
Church has so much at stake as the kind of work being done at 
Tabitha Home. When the Church comes to understand all the con- 
ditions which surround this business, and the difficulties that beset 
it on every hand, at the same time realizing the importance of the 
work, the Church will not be niggardly but prodigal in its support. 

At the present time mechanics’ liens to the amount of $10,321.58 
seriously hamper the work. These creditors have been patient, but 
are now reluctantly forced to the necessity of foreclosure unless 
settlement is made within the life-limit of the liens, which is two 
years, and which is now expiring. The recent appeal to the Church 
through the Church papers, and by personal letter from the clergy 
and many leading laymen has brought in $2,500. 

In January, 1911, the Mrs. Brown legacy of $3,100 will be avail- 
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The apportionment of this Synod for the past year was $99.96 and 
the receipts were $192.61. This is a gratifying response and the. 
Board expresses grateful appreciation. 

There are many needs, some of them pressing. A new gas 
engine is almost imperative. The water system and the fire protec- 
tion being dependent upon the local plant, it can be seen how neces- 
sary it is to have modern and reliable machinery. The steam-heating 
and power-plant needs overhauling. 

But above all the Home needs the continued and increasing sym- 
pathy and help of the entire Church, and very appropriately of the 
Nebraska Synod.

Moreover 
the individuals appointed a year ago to write up the histories of or- 
ganizations and institutions in connection with the Synod have not 
all completed their work. 

The work so far has been at a great expense of time and labor 
to the Historian and to some considerable expense to the Synod. 
We are anxious to hear from the last one soon and complete the

Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


South Omaha: Rev. S. H. Yerian took charge of this mission in 
June, ‘Rev. R. W. Livers having resigned April 1st. A very serious 
financial condition faces this congregation. The church building is 
not completed far enough for use and there are now liens amount- 
ing to $4,500 against the property. An amount of $2,000 is posi- 
tively needed from the Board of Church Extension and other 
sources before a loan can be secured locally. Unless this is raised 
within a very short time we fear that the creditors will force a 
sale of the property. We believe that this is too important a field 
not to make the most strenuous effort to hold. We believe Brother 
Yerian is the right man for the place and is willing to stand by 
the work as long as there is any hope for its maintenance. We 
recommend that Synod take action in conjunction with the proper 
church boards to raise the $2,000 as above indicated, provided the 
congregation raises an equal amount. 
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: W olbach and Erickson: Rev. Henry Voegtly and wife arrived on 
|; the field August 27th. They were kindly received and feel that the 
conditions are favorable for the steady and substantial growth of 
the work. 

Benson: Rev. B. F. Kistler, missionary. During the year the 
inside work of the church building has been practically completed 
and the church was dedicated December 19, 1910. The church is 
unpainted and the tower unfinished, but a fund for this purpose is 
being raised, and the work will be done in the near future. The 
pastor was granted a vacation in February and March and spent 
this time in the hospital and in recuperating. The main obstacle 
to the progress of the work during the year has been in the dis 
agreement of the young people, but the present outlook is fora 
more harmonious condition and a successful year. 

Potter: This charge has been vacant since last October. Rev. 
John Sorenson has been called but has not yet formally accepted 
the call to this charge. With a pastor on the field the outlook is 

} bright for a steady and continued growth. A debt of $600 has 
/ ) been cancelled during the year and a heating plant and other im- 


_ provements have been added by the Ladies’ Society. 

Bruning: Rey. H. C. Bixler reports an increase in membership of 
31 and a Sunday school of 125 enrollment. The Ladies’ Aid So 
ciety is doing efficient service and the members working together 
' im harmony. This young child of the Church is having a rapid and

ul : York: A church was bought from the United Brethren denomina- 
tion, remodeled and dedicated September 11th. The entire valua- 
, tion of the church property including parsonage is $5,000, with an 
interest-bearing debt of $1,000. Eleven members were received dur- 
+ ing the year. The pastor is working with the same degree of vigor 
{ as has characterized his efforts in the past. The outlook is bright. 


Wilber: Wilber has paid the full amount of its apportionment J 
for the year just ended. Most of the members are loyal and 
| faithful to the work. The town is largely of agnostic tendency 
t and this forms the discouraging feature of our work at this point. 
it Oshkosh and Lewellyn: C. J. Callier took charge June 16th. This 
) | Charge has never adopted our Lutheran literature in its Sunday 
) ; Schools and an effort is being made by the pastor to introduce it. 


As there are many people of other denominations who assist in sup- 
porting this work, this has been a delicate matter to arrange. 
Otherwise the outlook is favorable for the enlargement of the work. 
T Sidney: This charge was formerly on the Home Mission Board, 
: but it is thought that with the calling of a new pastor, which seems 
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to be in prospect in the near future, this point may be self-sus- 
taining. 

Grace Church, Omaha; Rev. M. L. Melick, pastor. This charge re- 
ports a reduction of $50.00 asked from the Board. Eighteen mem- 
bers were added to the church and improvements amounting to 
$200 made during the year. The work has a steady and continuous 
growth. 

South Sioux and Hubbard; Floyd Blessing, a student at the West- 
ern Theological Seminary, supplied during the summer months. He 
reports that a pastor is badly needed. With a regular man on the 
field the outlook for the future’ is very encouraging. 

Sutheriand and Paxton: Rev. M. E. Bollinger took charge of this 
work in June. The news has just reached us that on account of 
serious illness he will not be able to be present at this meeting of 
Synod. He has the work well in hand and is well supported in it 
by his members. 

Trinity Lutheran Church, Omaha; Rev. G. W. Snyder began work 


_ in this field April 1st. The work. has been carried on under the aus- 


pices of the Kountze Memorial. church as a Sunday school for 
about two years. Bro. Snyder is enthusiastic as to the outlook. He 
asks for a fund of $300 from the Synod to carry him through until 
April 1, 1911. We recommed that this be granted. 


Beemer: Rev. L. J. Powell reports some excellent material in 
this charge. He is willing to take care of this field for a time pro- 
viding Synod will provide a small fund, not to exceed $25, for any 
additional expenses entailed in getting to and from the place. We 
ask that this be done. 


Havelock: Rev. Henry Heiner has served this congregation since 
last September. He has gathered together 22 families, in all about 
60 souls. Services are in German, with one service a month in Eng- 
lish. The work has been started on a ‘substantial basis and is pro- 
gressing nicely. ; | 

Pawnee: This charge has no pastor and there are apparently no 
prospects of securing one. We hold in our hands a communication 
from the officers of this congregation asking that this organization 
be dissolved and the property ‘be turned over to the Board of 
Church Extension. We recommend that this be done and that the 
proceeds be divided between the Board of Home Missions and 
themselves.

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Report of the Board of Trustees of Midland College. 

Since the meeting of our Synod a year ago two special meetings 
of the Board of Trustees have been held besides the annual meeting 
in June. The special meetings were called to consider the merger 
of the Western Theological Seminary with Midland College as 
desired by the Board of Education and authorized by the General 
Synod at Richmond, and also to consider the revision of the con- 
stitution in case of the consummation of the merger, that the Board 
of Trustees should be in legal control of the institution through 
members who are in full membership with churches of our General 
Synod. The special meetings resulted in the selection of a com- 
mittee of direction who in counsel with the Board of Education, 
took the necessary steps to complete the union of the two institutions 
under one local Board, at the annual meeting in June. 

At the regular meeting of the Board in June, the Rev. Dr. F. G. 
Gotwald, General Secretary of the Board of Education, was pres- 
ent with an agreement duly signed by the officers of his Board 
which was accepted by the Board of Trustees of Midland College, 
whereby the Western Theological Seminary shall hereafter be a 
department of Midland College. At this meeting amendments were 
adopted whereby the Seminary and the College became one institution 
for the continuance of the important work of College and Seminary 
instruction on our territory. 

The amended constitution gives our Nebraska Synod a member- 
ship of six Trustees in the Board, three of whom shall be pastors 
and three laymen. At the present time the members of our Synod 
whose terms expire in 1911 are Rev, J. A. Lowe and Rev. R. M. 
Badger, and those whose terms expire in 1912 are Rev. G. W. Livers 
and Mr. W. H. Hogrefe, and also this year the term of Rev. J. E. 
Hummon expires. It will be necessary to meet the requirements of 
the amended constitution to elect two laymen at this meeting of 
Synod whose terms shall expire in 1913. Local members of the 
Board of Trustees in the city of Atchison were elected as follows: 
Revs. A. E. ‘Renn, H. L. Yarger, and Messrs. J. W. Walker, B. D. 
Zimmerman. As officers of the Board, Rev. E. E. Stauffer was 
made president; Rev. A. E. Renn, vice-president; LeRoy Kelsey, 
secretary, and C. T. Rattermann, treasurer. Changes in the per- 
sonnel of the Faculty made necessary during the year will be re- 
ported by the president on the floor of Synod. One important 
step forward was taken by the Trustees in the creation of the 
office of Field Secretary and accordingly, to fill the position, Rev. 
W. T. Kahse was chosen and has assumed his position in the work. 

The Faculty reported a slight decrease in the attendance of the 
College which was thought to be merely incidental and caused 
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rgely by external conditions beyond the control of the faculty

jand the academy graduated a sterling class of nineteen young people. 


There were also six graduates from the music department, mak- 
a total of 33 graduates from all departments. The new Normal 


‘tcourse for the preparation of teachers was successfully conducted 


t year, and three graduates secured state certificates from the 
' sas Board of Education. The Trustees authorized appropria- 
ition for laboratory equipment and new books for library and read- 
ing room, also that the sum of two thousand dollars be raised from 
r territory as a special improvement fund to cover the cost of 
reet paving, along the north line of the College campus, and the 
introduction of city water for toilet and bath improvements in the 
‘College buildings. The Executive Committee was authorized to 

aise this fund by assigning a per capita apportionment on our 
egations amounting to twelve cents per confirmed member. 
The library endowment fund was reported in such shape as to 
ve secured the consent of Mr. Carnegie to go ahead with the 


building; consequently the Executive Committee was authorized 


to act as a building committee. A location on the campus for the 
building was endorsed and plans for the erection of the same were 
adopted. Since the meeting of the Trustees we are glad to say 
{that the contract for the construction of the library building has 
been let, ground has been broken, and work on the foundation is 
now rapidly proceeding. This building will also include the Griffith 
Memorial Assembly Hall, made possible by the bequest of $5,000

It is fitting to note in this report the death of Hon. A. J. Harwi, 
former President of the Board of Trustees and a member of the 
Board in the entire history of the College. Mr. Harwi left a be- 
quest of $15,000 for the purpose of endowing the A. J. Harwi chair 
in English. 

This bequest, with the Library Endowment, will bring the perma- 
nent endowment of the College up to about $65,000, and including 
the Seminary endowment to about $80,000. An effort has been 
— by the Trustees to bring the endowment of the institution 

to at least $100,000, when the institution becomes twenty-five years 
old, which will be in September, 1912. 

Notice was given at the annual meeting of the Board of an amend- 
ment to Sec. 4 of the Constitution of the College to the effect that 
}“ No professor or instructor in the College or Seminary shall be 


. eligible to membership on the Board of Trustees.” 
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The Board of Trustees have every reason to believe that there is 
a great future for our Western Institution, both the College and the 
Theological department of the College; and we desire therefore to 
present to this Synod the following resolution for endorsement: 

Wuereas, The Western Theological Seminary and Midland Col- 
lege have, in accordance with the request of the Board of Education 
and the authority of the General Synod, been united under the 
Board of Trustees, a majority of whom are elected by the district 
Synod of our territory; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we take the occasion of this action to emphasize 
anew the need of the training of young men for the ministry on our 
territory here in the central west and urge upon our pastors, 
churches and homes the great importance of directing our youth 
to this highest of callings for human service, and see to it that no 
backward steps are taken with regard to this school of the prophets, 
an added department of Midland College. 

Resolved, That we urge upon our pastors and congregations the 
necessity of raising at the earliest date possible the amount of the 
improvement fund apportioned for the special taxes imposed by the 
city of Atchison for paving, etc., in aid of our property, in order to 
save the high rate of interest in case the payment must be deferred. 

Resolved, That we again urge the necessity of the speedy raising 
of the balance of the Library Endowment note of $1,500, given by 
the Synod, in order that the note may be cancelled. We recom- 
mend that the Treasurer of Synod be instructed to borrow this 
amount in order that the obligation due on account of the Mr. Car- 
negie gift of the building may be fulfilled.

| The committee respectfully reports the following: 

| On April 9, 1910, the committee as elected one year ago met in 
the Y. M. C. A. building of Omaha, and organized by electing J. F. 
Wilhelmy president, M. L. Melick secretary, M. W. Swain treas- 
jurer. The following committees were appointed: On renting and 
repairing the property, paying of taxes and renewing insurance,

) sell this property, J. F. Wilhelmy. The committee also passed a 
motion to use the money then in the treasury of the committee, 
| with what rent would fall due up to September 1, 1910, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, to make all the needed repairs on the 
building, including a new furnace and the paying of taxes. 

At this time a request came to this committee from the Advisory 
; Board of Home Missions asking for $50 per month for two 
months to be paid to Rev. G. W. Snyder for missionary work in 

Omaha. In reply to this request the committee paid the $100 asked 

; for to Rev. Snyder for missionary services in Omaha during the 
‘months of April and May, 1910, out of the rental money in the 
*Treasury of Synod and in trust for the same. 

Your committee would further report that after examining the 
records regarding the title to the Traveling Secretary headquarters 
-and House in Omaha, we find that the deed given by Augustus 
\ and Herman Kountze to the Board of Church Extension of the 
|General Synod, to be held in trust for the district Synod of Ne- 
_braska, to be on the following conditions: 

_ That the property be used for the headquarters and residence of 
_the Traveling Secretary of the District Synod of Nebraska in con- 
| nection with the General Synod. 

_ If a division of Synod is made on languages the property is to 

| belong to the Synod in which Omaha is situated and whose official 
language is the English, and to be used only for the purposes speci- 


fied above or for the use of the Traveling Secretary as its head- 
» quarters and residence. 
4 The deed further provides that if at the expiration of 25 years 
* it is deemed advisable to change the locality, the property may be 
* sold and the proceeds re-invested in another locality in Omaha to 


{ be used for the same purpose. 


; If the necessity of a Traveling Secretary has then ceased, the 


| property may be sold and the funds placed in the hands of the 


Board of Church Extension of the General Synod to be invested by 
the Board for Church Extension work in Omaha, and to be under 
the control of the Church Extension Board perpetually, 
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A further condition is that if there is any violation of the above 
conditions by the holders of the property a damage claim shall rest 
against the property which is put in the nature of a vendors’ lien. 

This deed was signed June 30, 1890, but it seems that the actual 
sale was made September 14, 1889, and no doubt the 25-year limit 
would date from this day. 

In the light of this knowledge of the conditions of the deed, it is 
our judgment that none of the rental money can be used for any 
purpose other than the salary of a future secretary, if there be any, 
and for the keeping of the property in repairs.

We are entering this evening upon the Thirtieth Annual Conven- 
tion of the Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Lutheran Church in Nebraska. Each session presents a slightly 
different personnel, as though in a kaleidoscope, we view at different 
angles each society which goes to make up the State organization. 
We are all about our Father’s business. Our elder Brother, Jesus 
Christ, has set for us the task. The title under which we labor, 
“Home and Foreign Missionary Society,” indicates that we have 
an exceedingly large commission. 

World evangelization is a complex work. It includes not only 
the righting of wrong living and thinking, the removal of ignor- 
ance and degradation, but there is involved a complete revolution 
and transformation of heathendom which makes old things to pass 
away and all things among them to be made new. It is no small 
thing to undertake to change the entire habits, manners and morals 
of a people, and were it not for that knowledge that we have a deep

Millions 
are img yearly to us for nurture and protection—many more 
millions ain in their native environment of sin, degradation, 
Tbe Ciba ignorance. 

The istian owes a duty to these every people. Nearness or 
distance—separation by land or by seas—does not in the least give us 
excuse fer shifting our obligations. 

Aside from the imperative command to go and preach the 
gospel, make disciples of every nation, there is a material side 


to missions both at home and abroad which appeals to every rea- 
soning creature. The Christianizing of the Orient means bringing 
to our shbres prosperity and success through our commercial inter- 


course the nations of the East; the Christianizing of the Occi- 
dent meahs bringing to our doors peace, joy and happiness by ban- 
ishing degrading and demoralizing influences and environment and 
producing an intelligent people with whom to live. 
wtheran Church with its nineteen different languages and 
spel has the greatest opportunity of bond church to reach 
the non-Christian people. 
Lutheram Church lacking in wealth. Statistics show us that if the 
tenth were given to the Lord we could build one church a day and 
a y support the work in them all. We could endow every 
college ih our branch of the general work and double twice our 
ons to the work of extension and evangelization without 
placing @ burden upon any one. 

But who are gathered in convention this week need not the 
assurance of the importance of this commission. We do not need 
to ask omrselves whether or not the gospel message is needed by all 
the worki. We need not discuss among ourselves the advantage to 
the h of destroying their illiteracy, superstition and vice. We 
simply know what great things God hath done for us, and we want 
to know through our deliberations together how best to share these 
good with others and how most effectively to interest those 
who ate indifferent to the divine command. 

God Hoes not require of us to labor alone. He is with us in our 
every vor. The true missionary spirit is born in the quiet, 
every-tay life. If we would be most influential abroad, there must 
be us the development of unselfish and Christ-like sacrifice

‘before results may be obtained. The heart must learn to respond 
to the missionary cries and be ever ready to say, “ Here am |, Lord, 
What wilt Thou have me to do.” The plant cannot bring to per- 
fection its bloom, unless diligently cultivated—neither can the beau- 
tiful service abroad be possible without a strong Christian life of 
service behind it. : 

The apostle Paul recognized the impossibility of successful labor 
alone, and learned the lesson that he could do all things through 
Christ which gave him strength. 

Then let us first of all live the religion we profess. 

This convention promises to be the best in representation of any 
gathering held in years. The spirit of auxiliaries has been largely 
that of wide-awake and growing interest. Desire for organizations 
has been manifested in places where the work has been dropped, 
and in several locations where there have not before been societies. 
There is work for the organizer in each conference. Let us pray 
that the enthusiasm of this convention will extend to these places 
and arouse a substantial determination for work among them. 

It was with sincere regret that we were compelled to drop from 
our roll the societies in Grand Island, McCool Junction and Stella. 
We think the spirit of missions is but laying dormant in these 
places. We trust that, like the seed-bud, it is storing strength for 
greater organizations in the future. The Mission Bands at North 
Platte, Ponca, Beatrice and Nebraska City and the Helpers’ Circle 
at West Point are all welcomed to our ranks. It is especially grat- 
ifying to see the progress among the young and to feel that while 


young women are in training for our senior societies, boys are also- 


being taught for the great Men’s Missionary Movement which is 
now stirring the world. 

There are vast possibilities of growth in our auxiliaries through 
the Home Department. Your Magazine Secretary can supply copies 
of the magazine. The Lutheran’s Woman's Work is a gold mine 
of interesting reading and valuable information. The four booklets 
of the Home Department furnish very attractive and instructive 
sources of disseminating missionary intelligence. May we not 
make a little stronger effort during the coming year to create a 
healthy demand for our literature, knowing that we need but to 
awaken interest in missions to create genuine enthusiasm. 

May, 1910, marked the Golden Jubilee of mission work in Africa. 
While we rejoice that we have overcome so much in establishing the 
work in Monrovia and inland, there comes a wave of sadness when 
we realize the necessity that has been placed upon our missionaries 
to refuse further admissions to the schools until the women of 
America respond more liberally to the support of the work. Where 
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do these little negroes go? What is it in them which prompts 
them to ask for an education? When we have to refuse them, is it 

of meat? These are our stars for the diadems which we are to 
wear in —we who shall have done what we could. 

There @re yet eight months in which to rally all our forces to 
the work twhich we have undertaken as a General Society, and we 
are sure that the need is so great that the effort will not be too 
much for{us to meet all that has been pledged. 

It is algreat privilege to have with us at this convention, and to 
with our state work, one who was the first president 
synodical and the first auxiliary society of the Women 
ran Church—Mrs. Geo. W. Snyder, now of Omaha, 


glad for the counsel and help which these women of longer 
mature experience can give us, and surely with the addi- 
tion of number of energetic women who have come in our midst 
within te past few months. There is a most encouraging outlook 
for our Woman's work in Nebraska. 

The gresence of our General Society Treasurer, Mrs. E. D. 
Miller, ef Kansas City, Mo., and of the Rev. E. E. Neibel, Missionary 
from Monrovia, Africa, gives us much satisfaction and pleasure, 
and furnishes just the inspiration we had desired as an executive 

committee in furnishing this year’s program.
